Corm ick was more than naively 
involved in w hatever took place 
in his office ” 


Life, in the article written by 
William 1 am bert to appear in 
the Oct. 31 edition, identifies the 
lobbyist and alleged fixer as Na­ 
than 
Voloshen. 
a 
71-year-old 
“ purported lawver in Maryland 
who is a close friend of the 
speaker.” 


Both Voloshen and Dr. Martin 
Sweig, whom McCormack sus­ 
pended last week as his adm in­ 
istrative assistant, are currently 
targets of a Securities and E x­ 
change Commission complaint. 
The article said that Dr. Irv­ 
ing 
Heifer’, 
a 
Dayton, 
Ohio, 
urologist 
accused 
of 
evading 
more than $300,000 in federal 
taxes, counted out the $5,000 in 
cash in M cCorm ack’s office and 
handed it to Voloshen. 
“ Voloshen said he would mail 
Helfert a receipt, and the doc’or 
would be hearing from him ,” 
Lambert wrote. “ But he never 
did. The doctor was convicted, 
fined $15,00C and given a sus­ 
pended jail sentence.” 


Neither McCormack nor Vo­ 
loshen was im m ediately avail­ 
able for comment on the article. 


“ Life’s inquiries have uncov­ 
ered literally dozens of fixed 
cases, 
near-fixes

Life said that while Lambert 
was working on the article, a 
friend of Voloshen approached 
an investigator and said $50.000 
would be paid Lam bert to drop 
the story—$25,000 down and the 
rem ainder in six months if the 
article did not appear. 


The article said Life began its 
investigation last March. It said 
fhat when the SEC mentioned 
Sweig and Voloshen in a civil 
sit t this month, “ Speaker Mc­ 
Cormack responded im m ediate­ 
ly by suspending Sweig and dis­ 
claiming any knowledge of or 
connection with misdeeds which 
Sweig or Voloshen might have 
been involved.

Letters Reflect Drug Problems

From Richmond, Calif.: “ You 
have brought me and my family 
m any hours of smiles and hap­ 
piness, What can we do for you 
now?” 


Such is the mail pouring in for 
television star Art Linkletter— 
25,000 letters in the last 10 days, 
he 
told 
President 
Nixon 
and 
congressional leaders Thursday 
—after 
his 
daughter 
Diane’s 
death. 
Twenty-year-old 
D i a n e , 
youngest of his five children, 
died Oct. 4 in a plunge from the 
kitchen 
window 
of her sixth- 
floor apartment. 


From rich and poor, young 
and old, prominent citizens and 


obscure, the letters to Linkletter 
express sym pathy, sorrow, con­ 
cern—and 
admiration 
for 
his 
forthright 
blaming 
of 
LSD 
immediately after the tragedy. 


“ What a fine person you are, 
to m ake the story known to all 
of us who have young people in 
our hom es,” says a letter from 
Columbus, Ohio. 


Some letters, telegram s and 
telephone calls request speaking 
engagem ents. Some letters say, 
“God bless you,” or “tell m e 
what I can do to help’’ with the 
drug problem. 


Some say. “ Please write to 
my son ” These are from par­ 
ents who know their children 
are

don’t know what to do. 


“ Frankly, 1 can’t tell them 
what

know,” Linkletter, 57, told the

that his daughter “ leaped to her

S everal residents of our street have called the 


hum ane society to rep ort a dog running loose in 


this Pom ona neighborhood, tearin g up lawns and 
flower beds. No ow n er has been found. 


When my neighbors got no results from their 


calls, 1 called the hum ane society and requested 


that the dog be picked up. The w om an I spoke 


with told m e I would have to ca tch the dog before 
they could com e out for it. 


I suggested it w as the hum ane so ciety ’s job 


to ca tch dogs running loose in violation of city 


o rd in an ce. If m y ta x e s pay for such se rv ice , I 


object to the abusive attitu d e I encountered with 


this w om an and to not receivin g this se rv ice .

To ch eck this co m p laint, Action Line posed as 


one of the residents of this p articu la r neighborhood 


and called the hu m ane society a week la ter with 
the sa m e com plaint. 


The w om an answ ering the phone at the hu m ane 
society w as very courteous. She asknow ledged re­ 


ceipt of several ca lls from that neighborhood and 
stated : 
“ Our 
men 
don't 
have 
tim e 
to 
spend

g reat deal of tim e trying to c a tc h a 
loose dog. 


If a resident can get the dog confm ed in a yard 
or g a rag e, or on a leash, we will co m e out and 
get h im .” 


An

work, 


provided by B ru ce R ich a rd s, execu tiv e d irector, fol­ 
lows: 


“ The Hum ane Society of P om ona V alley serves 
the cities of Pom ona, C larem ont. I a Verne and San 


D im as. T h r e e h u m an e officers receiv e not less than 


23 radio-dispatched calls per day. E a c h call must 


be taken on a priority basis, with e m e rg e n c y cases 


such as anim al bites, injured or trapped anim als 
first. 


“ So m et.m es an e m e rg e n c y can 
tak e 
an 
hour. 


When this happens, 
we hav e another unit 
patrol 


the a re a , a s well a s his own a r e a , until the unit 
on em erg en cy call returns. 


“ We do not ask, 
tell or exp e ct citizens to go 


into the street and c h a s e stra y a n im a ls for us. We

that

in question is friendly ( and if the hu m ane officer 


in 
that 
a r e a 
is on e m e rg e n c y c a ll), 
they 
might 


try to restrain the anim al until we can dispatch 
another unit to tak e the call. 


“ A fter e m e rg e n c y

grounds, confined s tra y an im als have priority. 


“ One-third of all dogs at the hum ane society are 


stray s impounded bv our anim a l control 
officers. 


Ninety-five per cent of the stra y s a re picked up 


in the streets and school yards. Of the rem a.nin g 
five per cent, three p er cent 
a re brought to the1 


anim al sh elter by citizens, and only two per cent 
a re restrain ed by citizens until we arrive. 


“ If people could spend one-half day in our office 


and a half-day on the road with any one of our 


hum ane officers, 1 a m certa in we would never re ­ 


ceiv e an objection concerning this m a tter. However, 


we are v e ry much a w a re of the situation and in 
order to please everyo ne, we shall continue to seek 


im provem en t of our s e r v ic e .” 


T hat the society has a bull by the tail is an 


un derstatem en t. T he public is dem anding and often 


inconsiderate and ill-tem pered in dealing with the 


hum ane society. Action L in e’s investigation revealed 


that the hum ane society spokesm en so m etim es give 


a ca ller the im pression that he must go out and 


ch a se down a dog. 


T he society is a nonprofit corporation, so oper­ 


a tes 
within 
a 
limited 
budget 
and 
is 
continually 
pressed to provide se n d e e s for which it has inade­ 


qu ate 
funds. 
But 
it 
does contract 
to provide 
its 
serv ice to four cities. 
If the funds 
it derives as 


a result of the co n tra cts a re not sufficient — dog 


licensing fees, impoundm ent fees, etc. — it could 


seek better municipal financing. 


Thus, if the se n d e e is to be expanded, the dog- 


ow ner or ta x p a y e r m ust pay the cost.

Q—Could you please give me information on 
Stelber Industries located near my home? I under­ 
stand they have bought out several companies. What 
do you think of their future? —* G.C. 
A—This small bicycle manufacturer has recently 
gone into limited production of an electrically power­ 
ed bike. Total sales, including Hamilton Manufact­ 
uring acquired last January, were up 23 per cent 
in the fiscal first-half through December. Sales for 
the year ended June. 1969, as estimated by manage­ 
ment, were aroun dS18 million compared with $8.7 
million the previous year. This figure includes results 
from several acquisitions. The most recent acquis- 
tion, made in September, was a 50 per cent interest 
in an Austrian bicycle manufacturer. 
The company operates in a highly competitive field 
where considerably larger firms dominate. In fact, 
Stelber claims onh 4.4 per cent of the domestic mar­ 
ket. Of the more than 1.1 million shares outstanding, 
management controls 36 per cent. These over-the- 
counter shares are selling below S10 and are an out­ 
right speculation but a small-risk commitment might 
work out satisfactorily. 


Q — I am interested in a mutual fund for income 
and safety. Looking over comparative data it seems 
to me that Puritan Fund fits my objectives. Do you 
have any comments?--M.B. 
A — In addition to meeting your slated goals, 
Puritan Fund has performed well in the five years 
ending 1968, moving ahead an adequate 82 per cent. 
In the first seven months this year net asset value 
had declined slightly more than the Dow average. 
Holdings include bonds and preferreds, 24 per cent 
and common stock. 69 per cent. Puritan yielding 
more than 4.5 per cent at recent depressed levels is 
in an excellent buy range.
